3/1-5/1, 6, 8, 10-12, 16, 19 and 22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Peltomaki in view of Gaian, Claims 2, 3/3-5/2, % 18, 20 and 23 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Peltomaki in view of Galan and Blakeiy. 
Applicants submit the Examiner has failed to establish a prima facie case of obviousness and

While not conceding the appropriateness of the Examiner's rejection, but merely to 
advance prosecution of the instant application, Applicants respectfully submit that independent 
claim.

Galan 
fails to show or suggest an intermediate store arranged in a fixable location above the storage 
area of the objects to be picked up on the collecting device to accommodate objects to be picked

With regard to dependent claims 2-6, 8-12, 18-20, 22 and 23, Applicant submits that 
dependent claims 2-6, 8-12, 18-20, 22 and 23 depend, either directly or indirectly, from independent 
claims 1 and 1 6, respectively, which are allowable for the reasons set forth above, and therefore 
claims 2-6, 8-12, 18-20, 22 and 23 are allowable based at least on their dependence from claims 1 
and; 6 R>,.eo - . Vv\ance thereof are respectfully requested.
